The 4th Annual Seminar on International Affairs, "Nationalism.....and 
After?", sponsored by the Student Societies of Sir George Williams University, 
will be held November 6th to November 10th. 


The main purpose of the conference is to discuss in detail the ideas 
of Nationalism, Internationalism and Supranationalism. As in the past, emphasis 
will be placed on the study groups as well as on lectures and panel discussions 


by speakers of world renown. 


To date, the following speakers have accepted:. Professor Quincy Wright 
who will speak on International Law and Organization as a Solution to World Conflict, 
Professor F. L. Schuman, Nationalism and War, and Professor Organski of Brooklyn 
College, The Development of Internationalism and Supranationalism.. 


We have received preliminary registration forms from thirty Universities 
(more than sixty delegates), representing such countries as Nigeria, Israel, 
Afghanistan, West Indies, United States and the Organization of Arab Students in 
the United States. Each delegate will prepare a paper on a specific topic which 
will then be discussed during the study group periods. 


The opening and closing banquets will be sponsored by the Civic and 
Provincial Governments respectively. There will also be a Civic reception. 


The Chairman of the Conference is Richard E. Leslie, the Faculty Advisor 
is Mr. R. A. Fraser and the Honorary Chairmen are Dr. H. F. Hall, Premier Jean Lesage 
and Prime Minister John Diefenbaker..
